Mr* Vaky commented that first it should be understood that the Popular Unity 
(UP) was a heterogeneous group. Not all of the elements would resort to 
violence; some; such as the Radicals, might eve n we l c o me this turn of events. 
Secondly,, it was not clear that Allende himself woiild stay to fight; he might 
well leave the- country. Thirdly, the; Communist hard-core and the Socialist 
extremists probably would resort to violence. They had a labor union bore; and 
a local peas ant Jco re and might well icause widespread and serious internal 
b ecurity situations.
